HORRIBLE MURDERS. 

Suspicion Strongly Points to Man 
Arrested And Lodged in Jail. 

On Tuesday last, shortly after 
noon, the news was telephoned to 
this city from Elmville that Mr. 
George Smith and son, Mr. James 
D. Smith, had been shot and killed 
near that place and just in the edge 
of this county. 

Coroner Graham was notified and 
went to the scene and held an in- 
i quest, the jury returning a verdict 
in accord with the facts. 
| It seems that Mr. Smith had had 
some trouble with n neighbor by 
the name of Calvin Newton, over 
| the trespass of a horse of Smith's 
and that Newton had shot the horse. 

On the morning of the killing 
| Mr. Smith had gone to Klinville 
'and ohtainod some fencing wire 
| which he and his son were string- 
ing on the top of the worm fence to 
{ keep any animal from jumping. 
I They had been at work an hour 
[or so when neighbors heard some 
■ loud voices in a quarrel (and they 
allege that the voices were recog- 
nized as those of Newton and Smith, 
followed by five shots in quick 
succession, after which alt was 
still. 

Neighbors becoming alarmed at 
the shooting, gathered and found 
the elder Smith dead, lying on his 
back with a hole shot through the 
right eye and head, and the younger 
Smith lying on his face with a hole 
in his back, and when turned over 
uttered a few words and passed 
away. It was found that he had 
also been shot in the face and side. 

So strong was the oircumstantial 
evfdenee pointing towards Newton 
as the murderer that Deputy Sheriff 
Lucas and Circuit Clerk Ben 
Marshall (who had accompanied 
Sheriff to the place), arrested him 
and he was brought here and lodged 
in jail. 

| It is but right to say. that while 
the uironmstances point to Newton, 
as the slayer, still he sh>uld be 
given the benefit of the doubt, and 
his denial of guilt until further evi- 
dence is adduced. He strenously 
denies guilt. 

The affair caused great excite- 
ment in the neighborhood and in 
the city. 

The family of the murdered men 
are good citizens and have the 
sympathy of every one.
